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It is only fitting that this book be in Memorium of Professor Edward Rood, who 
passed away May 6, 1960. 

Professor Rood served as Director of Admissions at Milton College up to the time 
of his untimely death. Prior to this he had served the College as a Professor of 
Psychology. 

“Ed,” as he was best known by his friends, showed great personal interest in seeing 
that new students became well settled at Milton College. 

The door to his office was always open. All students felt completely free to talk 
to him regardless the nature of their problems. With his death we all lost a friend and 
counselor. 

The memory of Ed Rood will live on at Milton College. In June 1960 the first 
“Ed Rood Award" was given the outstanding freshman of the year.
